Dixon, the Chicago detective",' who wa* 
lent to Europe for Ztegenmoyer, the ale 
leged tndrdeier of William Oumbloton- 
an Irishman, ytho wa« miirdoted ia Chi. 
oago some months ago nnder very pecnliar- 
circumstanoes, which were fully described, 
u* the time. Ziegenmojer W»B arrested 
through the exertions of Kr. .Sprague, our 
Consul at Brunswick, where tbe prieonor 
was held in custody, awaiting.tbe arrival 
of a requisition from the government .of 
»he United St»toa—Consul Sprnguo acting, 
ol course, under inatinctiona Irom the 
American Legation at Berlin. Mr. Dixon 
bad been, mainly instrumental ,iri working 
np the clues which fastened tlie crime 
upon tbo prisoner, and as.a reward for his 
zeal was selected to c'ffoot the readition of 
the supposed murderer.

On arriving at Brunswick and engaging 


the services of a German lawyer, they 
found a difficulty in the way of tbe pris- 
oner's surrenders^ as 'the new German 
criminal code provides that "a North Ger- 
man cannot be delivered to a foreign gov* 
arnmont for prosecution or punishment." 
Fortunately, how.ever, Ziegenmeyer had 
himself removed that obstacle to the suc- 
cess of tbe detective's mission in advance 
by taking out naturalization papera in this 
country, and procured a passport on the 
proof of his citizenship. At the police .offiot 
in £ruc3wiok, some interesting particulars 
were ascertained relating to the antece- 
dents of tbe alleged murderer, who it ap- 
pears, is the son of a nobleman. But toad- 
eaters may be dissappointed when they 
learn that he is ac illegitimate son, acd 
that his father was a rich merchant who 
had bought hia title, while his mother will

The hoy, whose bap- 
tismal name IB Karl Wilhelni Max Alfred, 
attended auhool as other boyp; Inter was 
oierk with Derctmueller A Grcnner, and 
on the 28th of December, 1SC7, applied for 
permission to go as a sailor, which permit 
w«s granted, for California, until April 
28, 1868. He first reported himself here 
again last February, and when called up- 
on to do military duty, presented an 
American passport."

Public Heeling. 


THK TOBPKDO COMPANT TLBDOK THEM- 


SELVES TO BEHOVE THEIB FACTORY 
AN1> MAGAZINE TO ANT SPOT APPIIOVKD 
BT A CmZBNB' COMMITTEE. 


The citizens' meeting called at the Com- 


mon Council room on Saturday evening 
was organized by calling Mayor Bates to 
the Chair and appointing H. S. Wells, 
K»q, Secretary. 


The audience was a long time assem- 


bling, bnt before tho close of the proceed- 
ings the room was comfortably filled. 


Mayor Bate* stated the object of the 


meeting, and proceeded to speak of the 
impracticability of enforcing the lavs 
against the transportation of nitro-glycer- 
ine throngh tbe city. He related the ex- 
perience of city tfiioials in attempting to 
enforce the ordinance. In the first place 
it was necessary, to prove that the suspect- 
ed article is nitro-glycerine. Who would 
make such investigation ? The police 
could make arrest*, but in.order to se- 
cure the conviction of tke offenders it was 
necessary to have the tee imony of ex- 
perts. Ha did not want nitro-glycerine 
brought into his office for experimental 
tests. Bat admitting the proof and the 
conviction before the magistrate, what 
followed ? Why the defendant appealed 
to a higher court, entered the requisite 
bail, and thus arrested the hand of justice 
indefinitely, and continued to violate the 


law. 
There seems to be bnt one of two 


remedies, eithtr to rely upon the honor 
of the manufacturers and dealers not to 
violate the laws, or else concentrate public 
opinion in such a manner as will effect- 
ively put a check to their outrages. He 
hoped there would be a full and free ex- 
change of opinions upon the subject, and 
that the meeting wonld take such action 
aa seemed expedient. 


The address of the Mayor was followed 


by a prolonged pause. The Messrs. Rob- 
erts were within the railing, and it was 
naturally expected they would improve 
the opportunity to make a statement- 


Mr. Bloss at length moved that a com- 


mittee of three be appointed to present 
resolutions which should express the sense 
of the meeting in regard to tbe recent 
calamity, and tho chairman appointed W. 
W. 'Bloss, J. A. Cadwallader, and A. P. 
Bennett, who retired for consultation. 


On their return, Mr. Bloss read the fol- 


lowing as having received the unanimous 
approval of tho committee: 


WHEREAS: The inoresslng frequency 


of accidental explosions of nitro-glycer-' 
ine in all parts of the country, not IMS 
than the recent shocking occurrences in ' 
onr own vicinity, resulting in the destruc- 
tion, of human life, and the depreciation o1 
private property, oall for a prompt and de- 
cided expression uu the part of the citi- 
zens of Tituaville' in condemnation of this 
hazardous traffic, therefore be it resolved, 


1. That the practice of the Roberts 


Torpedo Company in transporting nitro- 
glycerine throngh the streets of Titnsville 
in wanton defiance of a city ordinance 
prohibiting such transportation, and in 
iefiance also of tho oft repeated pub- 
lic remonstrance, is deserving of tho se-
